Food 
la the chief material concern of life — 
its production the most. iini)ortaiit oc- 
cupation. In the hard school of ex- 
perience we are alowly learning the 
lesson of real business economy — the 
greatest lesson of all time — that of 
feeding ourselvaa. Let us learn that 
lesson well." 

"EVERY FARM .\ F.ICTORT." 

"The opportunity of the town lies in 
the country. The country can get 
along without the town, but no town 
ever has or ever will be permaaeatly 
prosperous where the land is poor. The 
town Is built on farm profits; on 
what farmers produce In exceaa of 
their home needa. In fact, towns are 
liabilities, not assets— consumers, not 
legitimate producers.

HopklnavlUa, Ky,>^bottt 75 per 
cent ot the tobacco In this region has 
been out and much of It has been 
c ured. The croi) generally is reported 
to be in good shape and no Injury 
waa auatalned in the light troat 

Just when the local buying season 
will open Is a matter of conjecture. 
Dealers and farmers alike, notwith- 
standing oondlttona brought about by 
tha Buropean war, are hopeful ot good 
prices. As yet the buyers haven't had 
llual iustructious and until these are 
reoaived from the concerns they re|) 
reaant the date tor the opening ot the 
market will not be fixed. 

As the wheat crop this year is said 
to be unusually poor lu quality and 
Bhurt In quantity, the tarmera are 
anxious for a good sale of their to- 
bacco, which Is really the ready money 
crop. 

The Planters' Protective Association, 
which for a number ot yeara baa been 

an imi)ortant factor In the tobacco sit- 
uation tliroughout the HIack ratch, 
may be discontinued, although a strong 
effort is being made to obtain pledges 
sufflelent to hold the organisation in- 
tact. At the last meeting of the Hoard 
of Directors It was definitely decided 
that unlesa 06 per cent of the dark to- 
baooo waa pooled before October 21, 
that the association would be dissolv- 
ed. This means that l.'iri.iioa acres will 
have to be pledged by that date. 

While several ot tha oountlea In the 
Block Pateh have good organisations, 
some of them have none at all and sev- 
eral practically none. The ofTlclals of 
the aasoolatlon declare that there 
navar waa a tine when the farmers 
needed the help of an organization of 
this sort, owing to the war, but that 
It will be useless to attempt to main- 
tain one unless at least 86 per cent of 
the tobaooo ia pledged. 



Meholas HuuKes Large Crop. 
Carlisle, Ky. — Growers report that .<« 
large aoreage of the tobaooo erop has 
been housed during the laat week as 

a result of the ideal weather that pre- 
vailed. The frost for two nights did 
no damage, but to oaualag the tobacco 
to ripen rapidly. It is believed the 
work of housing will be completed In 
the next two or three weeks. Some 
growers report they have fluished this 
week. The tobaooo, cut early. Is nloe- 
\\ cured and wilt be ready for strfp- 
jiing by the last of October. The grow- 
ers claim that a better crop than last 
year is indicated, there being leas bad 
tobaooo, but that It will weigh much 
lighter. No honae-burnlng has been 
repdrted for about two weeks.
